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The earliest possible date for mull- 
ing checks in payment of the Illinois 
; soldiers' bonus, passed by the state's 
. electorate last Tuesday, is believed to 
be next June or July, as survey this 
week indicated. Some authorities ex- 
pressed the opinion that payments 
■would bpgin even later. 

The largest stumbling block in the 
way of earlier payment is the neces- 
sity of a court test to establish the 
legality of the measure and make cer- 
tain the sale of bonds to finance it. 
Such a test will be brought about 
probably by a friendly suit, or per- 
haps by the suit which is at present 
• pending in the Illinois Supreme 
court seeking to void the bonus act. 

Blanks to he Issued 
- Issuance of application blanks, 
: probably through veterans' offices al- 
ready established by the state, will 
be next. After receipt of the appli- 
cations they must be screened be- 
fore they are granted. All this must 
take place before the checks are 
written. 

As soon 'as the routine is estab- 
lished payments will be relatively 
rapid and will be a continuing pro- 
cedure continuing through 1949. The 
final date for application is July 1, 
1949. 

A basis of comparison is afforded 
by the bonus paid soldiers starting 
in 1923. The bond Issue to finance 
that plan was passed in the Novem- 
ber election in 1922, but final de- 
cision on whether the bonus had 
passed was held up for more than 
a month by the Chicago vote can- 
vass. The governor finally declared 
the act in effect on Dec. 7, 1922. 

Delay of Seven Months

At Tuesday'*, election 1,661,000 yes 
votes were needed for passage. The 
measure received more than 1,882,-

were service connected. Other pay- 
ments will be determined on a basis 
of S10 a month for domestic service 
and $15 a month Tor overseas service. 
Time in the service is computed be- 
tween Sept. 16. 1940, and Sept. 2, 
1945.

If a person spent all that time over- 
teas his bonus will be $802.50. It the 
full period was served in the United 
States the bonus will be $595. Avcr- 
li *gc payment has been estimated at 
'$395 by Sen. Frank J. Dick (R., 
iQuincy), member of • the commission 
which drew up the plans. 

Sen. Everett It. Peters, (R., St. 
: Joseph), chairman of the commission, 
has estimated that cost of payments 
Will be $360,550,000.

The pheasant season opened Mon- 
day but according to reports hunters 
arc having but a moderate amount 
of success. 

Although there arc more birds in 
this area than last year they are sit- 
ting tight and it has been difficult 
to flush them up. 

"It is taking a good dog and a tot 
or hard work this year to get them," 
Dr. D. N. Dcering, local hunting en- 
thusiast said yesterday. He said that 
many are getting their limit but they 
are having to work hard for it. 

"This year is better than some 
years for the amount of game," said 
Dcering and I believe the birds arc 
here, but they arc hiding," Deering 
said. 

The state department of conserva- 
tion placed 250 birds in this area, 
125 of which were cocks. They wcro 
banded and some of these banded 
birds already have been taken. More 
than the usual number of hens were 
loosened in hope that there would 
be more broods. / 

D. II. Minto, on whose farm a good 
many of the birds were released, said 
today that the shortage of upland 
game birds could be laid to two 
factors — the increase in foxes and 
the careless hunters who make a 
practice of shooting both cocks and 
hens. In this connection, Minto said 
that in his opinion a higher bounty 
on foxes would do much to help the 
situation in that trappers would have 
an incentive to trap the foxes. He ad- 
ded that when the bounty was first 
put on foxes the price of the fur, 
along with the bounty made trapping 
the pests profitable, but that now. 
with the fur almost worthless, that 
trappers would not be bothered to 
trap them- 

Poor hunting has been reported in 
other parts of Lake county. At Deer- 
field. 15 hunters were arrested for 
hunting inside the village limits and 
all were fined.

Barrett discussed the duties of his 
office and told of his efforts to safe- 
guard the rights of the people of '

"Perpetual care funds of many 
cemetery associations, mostly in Chi- 
cago, have been looted leaving no 
money for future care of graves," he 
said.

Meal planning ceases to depend on the 
seasons or local markets when you have 
a home freezer. With a variety of frozen 
foods on hand (home and commercially 
frozen foods, ^eluding breads, pies, cakes 
and ice cream) meals can be prepared on 
a moment's notice. Unexpected guests 
can be served fine "company dinners" . . , 
meals which ordinarily would take long 
hours of planning, shopping and prepar- 
ing. Out-ofscason foods can be enjoyed 
at your table as fresh as they were in the 
garden months earlier and at as low a 
cost as when they were in season. 

For those of you who grotv fruits and 
vegetables, or have easy access to quan- 
tities of foods from local farms or mar- 
kets, freezing will save time, vital food 
values, flavor and color. Actual time stud- 
ies show that preservation by freezing 
takes approximately '/ 3 the time required 
for home canning or dehydrating foods.

You can estimate the size you will need by 
planning on one cubic foot as adequate 
for about 30 pounds of frozen food. 

Many new household refrigerators have 
a low temperature compartment which 
may meet your requirements if your fam- 
ily is small or if there is no suitable loca- 
tion for a freezer. 

For the family of average needs there 
are many types of home freezers. The 
chest-type is waist high and designed to 
fit into a utility room, basement or kitchen. 
Upright freezers are styled like your re- 
frigerator and open from the front.

Preparing foods for freezing must be done 
svith care. The manufacturer of your home 
freezer will provide complete instructions. 
By following those simple directions you 
will get the most satisfaction from your 
freezer. 

The operation of a freezer is just as 
simple as that of an electric refrigerator. 
It has to be defrosted only two or three 
limes a year because it is not opened as 
often as a refrigerator. Home freezers 
can be plugged into any wall omlet and 
operate at a monthly cost slightly higher 
than a standard refrigerator of the same 
capacity.
